markable fact that a criminal is at 
his worst when he is young, and the 
older he becomes the better the life 
he leads. 


Criminal statistics show, as a mat- 


ter of fact, that the most virtuous age 
of the average wrongdoer is between 
fifty and sixty. It is in tbe very earli- 
est part of their careers, between the 
ages of sixteen and twenty-one, that 
men and women criminals are at their 
Worst. 
From twenty-one to old age

of Prince 
Frederick 


William of Lippe at Liege:
